HERDS TO GENERAL TYPE 
A new plan of classifying or grad­ 
ing dairy cattle 1 it.o groups accord­ 
ing to general type and m erit in- j 
stead of ranking each individual 
animal in rotation is attracting at- 
tention among dairy cattle breed- j 
ers. 
The classification plan separates j 
an entire herd or group of cows into i 
several groups which may be desig­ 
nated by such terms as excellent, ■ 
very good, good. fair, and poor. 
Bv the individual judging plan, as j 
at present followed, a group of cows : 
are ranked as first, second, third, j 
fourth, and so on down the line. ! 
Thus one cow gets the honor of first 
place while another cow almost as 
good except for some minor defect 
may be dropped to fourth or fifth 
place or even lower. Often there is 
very little difference between several 
cows in a class and yet they must 
be placed with one at the top of the 
class and another at the bottom A 
classification m ight place the entire 
class in oi * group or divide into 
two groups and thus give a much 
betier picture or description of tlie 
general quality of the cattle than 
would a report on the individual 
placing of each animal in rotation. 
The classification plan may be 
better adapted to the herds of in­ 
dividual breeders than to dairy c a t­ 
tle exhibits at shows and fairs, al­ 
though its merits are such as would 
seem to entitle it to consideration 
by managers of such shows. 
Some of the National Dairy C at­ 
tle Breeders’ Associations are con­ 
ducting 
judging 
or 
classification 
demonstrations in the herds of their 
members and the plan seems to be 
pieeting with general approval. The 
classification is made on the gen- 
ral basis of type, and it is interesting 
to note that type and production 
go hand in hand in this work for 
the 
average 
production 
of 
the 
"excellent” group is highest and th at 
of the “poor'* group is lowest as 
shown by official and herd test rec­ 
ord.-.

All food should be given special 
care during the warm summ er days 
in order to prevent food poisoning. 
Many cases of “summ er complaint” 
are the direct result of food, says 
Miss Mary Vogle, home economics 
extension representative. 
Food, such as meat. fish. milk, the 
cream filling of cakes and pies, and 
I left-over foods, quickly spoil if not 
kept cool and covered. Bacteria, the 
minute organisms which cause most 
' of our ford poisoning, grow and 
multiply rapidly 
in 
moist, 
warm 
food without producing a food that 
smells or tastes spoiled. 
Left-over foods from picnics are 
Often sources of danger. Good food 
which is allowed to stand all day in 
u 
picnic basket 
and 
then 
taken 
home to be used the following day 
may not fit to use. 
The housewife should 
be 
con­ 
stantly on guard to ¿re that all 
foods are kept as tool as possible. 
Most liquid food and butter should 
be kept covered in a cool place. 
Meat should be placed on a plate 
uncovered and kept in the coldest 
part of the ice box. Left-over foods, 
such as meat pie dishes, custards 
and salad dressings, must be care­ 
fully handled and used promptly. 
Transfer such foods to elean, drv. 
covered dishes, chill quickly, and 
keep cold.

Urged To Aid 
Slow Learners 


Teachers Urge Emphasis On 
Oral Studies 
To Aid 
Slow School Learners 


(Internal ional N>ws Servi<-e) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Formal 
grammar instruction has no place 
in the teaching of “slow learners.’ 
and 
more 
emphasis 
should 
be 
placed on oral than on written Eng­ 
lish. 
That was the conclusion of six 
New York school teachers after a 
two year study of English teaching 
methods. 
Suggesting 
a 
readjust­ 
ed the high school curriculum, the 
teachers recommend special courses 
for “slow’” pupils. 
“The greater part of the expres­ 
sions 1 activitity of the slow-learn­ 
ing student should he oral.” the re­ 
port declared. “While he may not 
easily seek the link between the 
writing that he does in school and 
his hie outside, so far as speech is 
concerned the connection will ap- 
p e«a r readily. 
Oral expression is 
largely self-motivated.” 
Oral Preponderance 
It must be realized that fully 90 
per cent of ad fit communication is 
oral the report pointed out, de­ 
claring that “the remaining 10 per 
cent of expression i.s chiefly letter 
writing.” 
The time spent in training lor 
written essay examinations can be 
put to better use the teachers con­ 
cluded. 
The work in the English 
class should center around prepared 
discussions, reading out loud, and 
dramatics, the teachers believe. The 
material for such discussions should 
come from the newspapers, the rad­ 
io, and the home, and not the clas­ 
sics. the survey said. 
Informality Stressed 
“The success of such oral aefiv- 
ity is in direct proportion to the 


degree of informality a c h ie v e d th e 
report contended. 
The teacher should ‘ pass over” 
Certain gramatieal mistakes as the 
I distinction between proper use ot 
1 shall and will, the report reeom- 
1 mended thus “closing the gap be- 
I tween what many of these pupils 
term 'school English’ and the Eng­ 
lish acceptable for their daily hie. ' 
The traditional academic English 
courses should not be considered 
less significant lor the normal pu­ 
pil, the survey stated, pointing out 
that the child who learns slowly 
needs special attention. 
Freer I se Of Slang 
“It is well to recognize for ordi- j 
nary purposes of everyday life slow 
students will not 
need the 
line 
points of grammar or usage,” the 
report said. “We may allow freer 
use Of slang and colloquialisms. We 
should accept what is acceptable 
English, even though not up to a 
high standard.” 
Pointing out the slow pupils ca­ 
pacities ¡or abstractions are limited, 
the s irvey declared the «dection of 
proper tea< hers is of prime lmp'ort- 
a n c e. 
These teachers should be 
qualified to
